REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the citizens and parents in the town of Alexandria: 


There have been thirty weeks of school the past \ear 
and the number of scholars attending was very near the 
average of recent years. Seven of our nine schools have 
been open ; six for the twoterms and one (District No. 6) 
for one term. ‘There has been no school in Districts No. 
3 and No. 8 because of the scarcity of scholars in those 
districts. 

The school in District No. 6, known as the Patten 
district. was opened for the fall term after having been 
closed for several years. The prospect is good for a con- 
tinuance of school in this district for some time. 

Some new text books were purchased during the vear 
to replace some that were completely worn out and there 
remains much more to be done the coming year in the 
matter of replacing old and worn out text books. 

Once more we urge those parents or gua'dians who 
have children over fourteen years of age attending our 
schools to make greater effort to have them attend regu- 
larly; the amount received from the state for average at- 
tendance of pupils has beer much kssened by the low 
average of attendance caused principally by irreguiar at- 
tendance of pupils above the age of compulsory attendance 

We hope parents and others will visit our schools as 
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frequently as convenient as their interest shown in this 
way is helpful to both scholars and teachers.
